Springfield, 111., Nov. 22—(APt—The Illinois supreme court to- 


day ordered the state to reduce both the flat grant and equalization 
aid payments to public schools. 


The ruling means that the weal- 


thier school districts—those which 
receive only the flat grant awards 
—will get less state money than 
two years ago even though the 
19-19 legislature boosted the school 
outlay to a record $100,319,000. 


Two years ago the legislature 


voted $65,600,000 in state aid for 
schools.

Plane Carried 
28 Children, 
All Refugees 


Was Enroute to 
Norwegian Town 


Oslo, Norway, Nov. 22—(AP)— 


Police announced today they re- 
covered 26 bodies from the wreck- 
age of a Dutch plane which had 
carried 28 Jewish refugee children 
and seven adults. The police said 
one child is known to have sur- 
vived. 


There was only the slimmest 


chance that there were any more 
survivors, the rescue parties re- 
ported. 


The searchers found the twin- 


engined 
DC-3 transport 
after 


searching since Sunday through 
the dense forests of southern Nor- 
way. It was lost en route from Tu- 
nis, North Africa, to Norway with 
the 
28 undernourished 
refugee 


children, three nurses and four 
crewmen. 


Cuts Broad Swath 


The plane smashed into the 


forest, cutting a broad swath 
through the trees. The front part 
of the chartered Aero Holland 
craft was badly damaged, but the 
rear section vas said to have been 
almost intact. As rescue workers 
came upon it, some of them repor- 
ted they could hear faint, feeble 
cries. 


It was reported that the lone 


survivor was a 12-year-old boy. 


Several 
bodies 
were 
found 


strewn about in the dense woods. 


The plane was found near Filt- 


vet, a small town on the west 
side of the Oslo Fjord, about 30 
miles from the Norwegian capi- 
tal. The nearest house to the 
crash scene is almost two miles 
away, and apparently its occu- 
pants did not hear the explosion 
when the plane crashed.

Reckless and careless use of the word has caused many 


Americans to forget the richness of meaning and the lofty 
ideals bound up in the term, Americanism. 


Coined by the inventiveness of imaginative Americans, 


the word does far more than describe the characteristics of 
the inhabitants of this land of ours. 


Not a political philosophy, yet the ideals of American- 


ism have shaped many of the innovations in human freedom 
given birth in this, our America. More than a political phil- 
osophy. Americanism is a way of life—a way peculiar to a 
people who loved liberty dearly, and believed profoundly in 
the dignity of man. 


Within the meaning of the word it would not be fitting 


for me to say "I am as good as you," rather I would be im- 
pelled to the statement that, "You are as good as I." 


The principles of Americanism which inspired the pen- 


nine of the deathless phrase, "that all men are created free 
and" equal, and are endowed by their Creator with certain 
inalienable rights," would also prohibit the abridgment of the 
least of those rights. It would require that the right to "Life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness," be not denied to the 
most 'humble of citizens, whatever his race, his creed, or his 
color. 


Americanism recognizes God as the Creator, man as the 


creature, and government as the servant of both. It cannot 
remain Americanism when the government becomes master, 
and the individual becomes dependent upon that government 
for rights which are his by Divine decree. 


Americanism embraces not only the ideals of Jefferson, 


but the ruggedness of Jackson, the humanness of Lincoln and 
the aggressiveness of Theodore Roosevelt. 


Expressed in man on the street language, Americanism 


grants to me the right to know poverty, and to you the right 
to accumulate wealth. It. gives me the privilege of working 
out my own economic destiny without und^e interference by 
government bureaucrats, however benevolent their purpose 
may be. 


Americanism protects for me my inherent right to criti- 


cize those in high places, and it gives to you the privilege of 
voicing opposition to beliefs held vital by me. It entails my 
right to worship God in the way dictated by my own con- 
science, and it guarantees at the same time your right to 
deny, if you will, the very existence of God. 


Americanism is the system which makes available to al 


Americans those intangible liberties which too many of u; 
have come to take for granted. And yet, within the broad 
scope of this word there exists no room for intolerance nor 
for prejudice against any minority. 


Your right to be different from the masses is held as 


uacred as is my right to be a conformist under the encom- 
passing provisions of this thing we call Americanism. 


It includes all the yearnings of enslaved mankind in his 


long struggle against oppression. Faintly it carries echoes of 
the victory wrung from the reluctant hand of King John by 
freemen in 1215. and clearly within its scope is the ideals 
which caused the framing of our own Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 


Americanism is not decadent, it is progressive, vibrant 


and living. It shall continue to inspire and to guide our land 
as long as we, the people, retain a vestige of the ideals upon 
which our freedoms are founded. 


Because of its importance and the meaning which it has 


for us, it would be well for us once more with hands over our 
hearts to join in the schoolchild chorus which recites those 
simple but meaningful words: "I pledge allegiance to the 
flag . . . and to the Republic for which it stands. One nation 
indivisible, with liberty and justice for all."

severe pain and blockage to the 
flow of bile.

Washington, Nov. 22—The act which has put to torture Mrs. Hes- 


ter McCullough, of Greenwich, Conn., in the Draper-Adler libel suit, 
is an unreasonable and political decision of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the second circuit, written by 
Judge Learned Hand, who has a reputation for lib- 
eralism. Politically, liberalism is a prejudice against 
the opinions of conservatives, meaning those who 
would conserve the precious principles of the Re- 
publican form of government and of the Consti- 
tution. 


Judge Hand wrote that there was no important 


difference between saying that a man was a com- 
munist and saying that the same man merely sym- 
pathized with the objects and methods of the Com- 
munist party. That is an absurd holding and its 
We,ti>roofc *•«*!« 


effects have been pernicious, because it went on to say that it was an 
offense to say either. It is a plain fact and Hand should have laid 
down the law that it is no offense against our laws to "be'' a Com- 
munist. That might mean merely that one "believes" Communism and 
Americans have a right to believe anything, however offensive to their 
neighbors- To say that a. person "is" a Communist does not impute 
membership in the party. 
The 


charge of membership must be 
spelled out and even when it is 
spelled out it does not constitute 
a charge of misconduct, because 
it is lawful for citizens to join the 
party. 
Aliens who are or have 


been members, cannot be natur- 
alized and may be deported but 
citizens are not restrained. 
But 


even alien Communists, erstwhile 
or current, ar: not troubled by en- 
forcement of this law. Two of

He finally agreed 
to 
accept 


I $402,000 in full payment and took 
I a mortgage for $250,000 to be paid 


off by Feb. 26. 1950. 


Yesterday, Teitelbaum said the 


school president, Dr. Edward J. 
Sparling had informed him that 
there was only $190,000 in hand 
to discharge the mortgage but that 
Dr. Sparling had offered to pledge 
his own savings for the balance. 


The wealthy lawyer promised to 


write off the other $60,000 in full 
settlement. 


Dr. Sparling, Teitelbaum com- 


mented, "must love his college if 
he is willing to go that far."
